In Character 


The President acted in charac- 
ter. He began to assemble the 
facts. He is not a naive man. But 
he had trusted ‘‘the best brains’’ 
out of industry to run the defense 
department. He had not provided 
a necessary follow-up to see if 
things were getting done. So when, 
in a sense, the psychological roof 
fell in with the firing of two Rus- 
sian satellites into the skies, he 
had to do just that. He had to 
determine what the defense de- 
partment had failed to do—and 
what it had done. 


Once the President felt he had 
the facts he took them to the na- 
tion. And, also, he acted decis- 
ively. And he had a policy. 

He named Dr. James Rhyne 
Killian as defense expediter. Dr. 
Killian has the confidence of the 
nation’s scientists. He will be able 
to undo much of the national 
harm done the country’s scienti- 
fic development by the late Joe 
McCarthy. Also, an assistant sec- 
retary of defense, with power 
equal to that of the secretary, 
will work with Dr. Killian. 


We now will begin to have what 
had not previously been supplied 
—organization, imagination, know]l- 
edge and direction. There will 
be power, too, to coordinate. the 
services. Defense Secretary Mc- 
Elroy has moved in this field. 


We are not too far behind in 
any aspect of missiles. We lead 
in some. 

The “cone” of a missile which 
had been fired more than 600 
miles in the air, which ‘‘cone” 
the President had before him in his 
first television presentation, was 
in a real sense equally dramatic 
with the Sputnik. It had gone up 
660. miles—and come back to 
where the Army wanted it. The 
Russians can’t do that—at least, 
not yet. This was an Army tri- 
umph—created at the Redstone 
Arsenal. To fire it 600 miles up— 
and then bring it back—that is 
sensational.

Ready with 
A Satellite 


Scientists grooming a U.S. satel- 
lite for its flight into space were 
reported tonight to be about ready 
to ask for a launching date at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. 


A spokesman for a West Coast 
rocket firm said the firm has been 
notified that the first test satellite, 
a sphere 6.4 inches in diameter, 
would go up Dec. 1, but the Navy 


|Said no exact date has been set. 


The Navy is in charge of Proj- 
ect Vanguard, the original U.S. 
satellite program. 

While no date was mentioned, 
a Vanguard spokesman said the 
project’s scientists are now pretty 
close to the time when they will 
request that the launching pad at 
Cape Canaveral be cleared for the 
firing of a satellite vehicle. 

The Dec. 1 date was given by a 
spokesman for the Grand Central 
Rocket Co. of Mentone, Calif. The 
firm is making the third-stage 
rocket for the Vanguard, the rock- 
et that will give the satellite its 
final boost into space. The spokes- 
man said the Navy had notified 
the firm last night. 

When the Vanguard satellite 
does go up, it was disclosed, it 
will carry a radio that should 
be able to broadcast indefinitely.

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Adlai Will Boost 
Bipartisan Effort 


On invitation from Secretary Dulles, 
the President of course concurring, Adlai 
Stevenson has agreed to be a consultant 
on issues which may come up at the im- 
portant December meeting of NATO 
which Mr. Eisenhower will attend. 


Mr. Stevenson’s statement is so re- 
vealing of his own patriotic, “loyal op- 
position” role that it is worth repeating. 
He said: 


“A week ago I assured Mr. Dulles, orally 
and by letter, that while I could not under- 
take to formulate the President’s policies, 
I would gladly review and discuss our gov- 
ernment’s proposals before they were put 
into final shape. Where we were in agree- 
ment I offered to do such “missionary” 
work and provide such support as I could— 
privately, publicly and politically—both | in 
this country and in Europe among our allies. 
I have also given the Secretary of State a 
memorandum of my first impression of the 
problems we must confront. | 

“In view of the gravity of our situation 
in the world I have both a desire and a 
duty to assist our government, regardless 
of partisanship or personal convenience.” 


Mr. Stevenson’s decision not to formu- 
late policies was correct. He, as a mem- 
ber of the loyal opposition, has never 
concealed the fact that he is not in agree- 
ment with some of the polities and meth- 
ods of the Eisenhower administration. 
The Stevenson NATO position is, for ex- 
ample, that the problems of the NATO 
countries cannot be treated individually 
but must be dealt with in terms of the 
over-all problems of the Middle East 
and other areas, Secretary Dulles holds 
the opposite view. 

The nation will hail, however, the in- 
vitation to Mr. Stevenson and his ac- 
ceptance. It will agree, too, he was wise 
not to join in the policy-making field. 
Mr. Dulles does not, at this time, have 
the confidence of the Republican Party 
rank and file or the state leaders. The 
next Congress will be the most bitterly 
partisan in a generation. Mr. Stevenson 
should be free to comment in that time. 
He could not do so if he were a policy- 
maker for the administration.

Police Advisory Board 


Has Important Function 


A three-man disciplinary advisory 
board has been created within the Atlanta 
Police Department. This is in keeping with 
recommendations of the Institute of Pub- 
lic Administration,‘ a resolution by the 
board of aldermen and presentments of 
the September-October Grand Jury. 

These three men—Capt. A. C. Bryant, 
Set. A. L. Posey and Ptl. R. D. “‘Doc” Sims 
—were elected by policemen themselves. 
Police Chief Herbert Jenkins invited any- 
one and everyone to run. Twenty-six did. 

Now that the man on the beat has 
spoken by secret ballot there can be no 
further intimations of political recrimi- 
nations, favoritism or “‘doghouse” punish- 
ment in the findings of the board. Neither 
can there be a relaxation of the rigid dis- 
cipline which Chief Jenkins has insisted 
upon maintaining. 

Those chosen for the board have shoul- 
dered a heavy responsibility, a burden 
which often will be distasteful and which, 


, if rigidly adhered to, will subject them to 


criticism by fellow officers. They have 
lifted a load which the chief has carried 
alone and it is squarely up to them to see 


that the job continues to be done as it 
should be done. 

Chief Jenkins has said and we believe 
sincerely that he will follow the recom- 
mendations of the board to the letter pro- 
vided the board is fair to both the public 
and their fellow officers. We take that to 
mean he will not tolerate the department 
drifting into any attitudes which will 
discredit it. In that, he is right.

The present battlefield is in the air. 
The competition is by no means confined 
to missiles and satellites. 

The race is on to see who will be first 
to fly an atom-powered airplane. 

For the free world, the training field 
is Georgiam—a 10,000-acre tract where 
Lockheed is constructing the building that 
will house the nuclear aircraft research 
project. 

The race for the A-plane is more 
than a test between scientists. It is free, 
private enterprise pitted against indus- 
try under communism, 

Americans everywhere, Georgians es- 
pecially, mus lend every assistance to 
the project at Dawsonville. 


SAC Shows the World 
It Packs Mighty Punch 


Tuesday in three widely separated 
areas of the world the U.S. Air Force 
served notice that the greatest global 
striking force in operational use today is 
still the U.S. Strategic Air Command. 

First, the former head of SAC who’s 
now Air Force Vice Chief of Staff Gen. 
Curtis LeMay, set a new record in speed 
and distance in flying the big new jet 
Stratotanker 6,350 miles in 13 hours. The 
nonstop flight from Westover (Mass.) 
Air Force Base to Buenos Aires proved 
that manned aircraft are still far from 
the antiquated role which the Russians 
hopefully have indicated. 

In Paris, the boss of SAC who suc- 
ceeded LeMay, Gen. Thomas Power, told 
a news conference that his bombers 
around the world.are loaded with nuclear 
weapons and ready to strike swiftly in 
case of attack. He even indicated that 
some are in the air at all times, “not 
carrying swords or bow and arrows,” 
but ready for instant retaliatory use 
against the threat of surprise. 

In the Pacific, three U.S. Air Force 
twin-jet B66 bombers landed in the 
Philippines after an 8,000-mile nonstop 
flight from the U.S. West Coast in 17 
hours. This also sets a record in time 
and distance for such aircraft, with av- 
erage speed of 530 miles per hour. 

Sputniks and missiles well may re- 
place most of today’s manned aircraft in 
the next few years. The United States 
can lose no time in their development. 
But Tuesday’s demonstrations reassure 
this country and the world that for now 
the U.S. Strategic Air Command is the 
most powerful striking force in exist- 
ence. It has held the Communist menace 
at bay for a decade.

In the Lord’s Prayer we pray “Forgive us 
our debts” (Matthew 6:12). Instead of saying 


“debts,” many use the word ‘‘transgressions’”’ m3 

or “‘sins,” but the word “debt” has vivid meaning for most of us. 
Debts can be a terrible burden. To know that all your debts are 
paid in full is a glorious experience. 


As I went through college I had 
to borrow some money to help 
pay the expenses. So when I 
started preaching I was in debt. 
I was required to make a pay- 
ment on what I owed each month. 
I had an old car but it finally 
wore out and I traded for a new 
one. I signed a contract to pay 
so much a month until it was 
paid for. Paying for that car is 
where I got my best idea of 
eternity. 

I remember some of the letters 
the finance company would write 
when I got behind on my car pay- 
ments. They were fearful! Once 
when I got two months behind 
the man came after the car. I 
never talked so fast in my life. 
If I could preach as good as I 
talked to that man I would make 
a lot of converts. 

In those years we didn’t have 
many clothes but we had to buy 
some along. It was illegal to go 
without clothes. But what we 
bought were always on the in- 
stallment plan. I remember an 
overcoat I bought for five dollars 
down and five a month. I missed 
so many payments that by the 
time I finally made the last one, it 
was worn threadbare. We even 
bought our groceries on credit. 
Because my credit at the grocery 
store was so limited is one reason 
I am so skinny today.

Detense, Survival 
Outweigh Tax Cuts 


WASHINGTON—Really, how serious is it for 
the United States to have the Soviet Union jump 


into a visible lead in scientific weapons, partic- _* 
ularly in missiles? Is this just uncomfortable but still something we 
can live with, or is it so dangerous to freedom—even to survival— 


that we can’t afford to rest until 

The answers we give to these 
questions will determine whether 
the President and Congress are 
going to receive adequate public 
support for whatever needs to be 
done. 

The best answers to these ques- 
tions are: 

That unless the United States 
acts promptly to overcome the 
Soviet missile lead, an ominous 
shift in the whole world balance 
of power will be in the making. 

That any significant shift in the 
balance of power, such as would 
come about by the Russian pos- 
session of a _ superior missile 
striking force, would ultimately 
lead to a cold-war ‘“‘“Munich’” — 
the defection of the uncommitted 
nations, the dismemberment of 
NATO and the isolation of Ameri- 
ca on the North American con- 
tinent. 

I do not wish to leave the im- 
pression that because the Soviets 
have gone ahead of us in a phase 
of missile development, the Unit- 
ed States has suddenly become a 
weak and impotent power. 

That is simply not true. By our- 
selves alone and with our NATO 
allies, whose air bases ring much 
of the Soviet Union, we possess 
the military capability of crip- 
pling destruction. 

But the prime danger is that

our willingness to permit the 
Kremlin to develop a superior 
missile striking power, plus the 
evident edge this would give the 
Soviets because of vast ground 
strength, would induce much of 
the world to believe that we had 
neither the will ner the means 
to resist. 

Such a shift in the balance of 
power would be absolutely dev- 
astating to the free world and 
must at all costs be checked and 
redressed., 

What do we need to do? 

The basic decision is whether 
as a people and as a nation we 
believe it vital and therefore in- 
tend to do whatever is needed to 
overtake the Soviets in scientific 
weapons. 

If that is the national will, we'll 
do it. If it isn’t, we won't. 

There are some who believe 
that an industrial mobilization on 
a semi-war footing, with far- 
reaching economic controls, is 
necessary to do the job. My in- 
stinct is to feel that this is not 
needed if we put defense ahead 
of economy-for-its-own-sake and 
survival ahead of tax reduction. 
But if we delay, then later in 
desperation we will find total eco- 
nomic mobilization to be inevit- 
able.

Cranberries Color 


Shopping Basket 


Holiday fruit, in the form of little oval or round 
crimson berries, is in the spotlight this week. 

To get the holiday season off to an early start, 
these red gems, cranberries, have invaded the mar- 


ket with a big bang. 

The crop is 9 per cent above 
average this year, so they are 
almost a must on the shopping 
list this weekend. 

Apples, citrus fruit and Red 
Emperor grapes are the only 
other fruits ta rate a mention at 
this time of year. 

The vegetable category is pos- 
sibly the one which contains the 
largest number of good buys. 
Since this season of the year 
brings increased supplies of 
root vegetables to the markets, 
Georgia yams, dry onions, po- 
tatoes, and carrots are all spot- 
ted at the top of the list. 


BEANS CHEAPER 


The increased shipments of 
Florida vegetables means 
cheaper green beans, squash 
and eggplant this weekend. Let- 
tuce has improved in quality 
and will be priced lower. Vine- 
ripe tomatoes from California 
are of good quality and are fair 
in price. The winter supply of 
good corn continues to grow in 
response to demand. 


It’s getting closer and closer 
to turkey time. In fact, turkey 
has been a good buy for some 
time now and for the Thanks- 
giving and Christmas season it 
shows no signs of slowing up. 
Broilers and fryers are still 
abundant and are expected to 
remain so until after Christmas. 


Small eggs are disappearing 
from the stores and medium 
and large ones are taking over. 
The large-size eggs are the best 
buys. 


BEEF HIGHER 


Bacon has dropped a couple of 
cents a pound, but high-grade 
beef cuts will be a little higher 
for the time being. There is 
some price lowering on pork 
items such as chops, loins, 
smoked and fresh hams. 


Canned or frozen, abundant 
supplies of processed peas 
await selection for fall and win- 
ter meals. Look for specials in 
many of the markets this week. 

Cranberries are a northern 
United States fruit and come to 
us from Cape Cod, Massa- 


chusetts, New Jersey, and Wis- 
consin. They are also grown in 
Washington and Oregon but we 
get very few of the Western 
ones. 

Frésh cranberries appear on 
the grocery counter during the 
fall and winter months. And 
when they are in season they 
are low in price. 


DEPENDS ON VARIETY 


Cranberries vary in size, 
shape, and color, depending 
upon the variety. They may be 
bell - shaped, round or oval, 
large or small, and range in 
color from bright red to dark 
crimson. Look for fresh cran- 
berries that are plump and dry, 
to insure freshness, and firm 
and bright, to insure ripeness. 

It is best to avoid berries 
that are soft, shriveled and dull 
in color, as they have passed 
their peak in quality. The 


smaller, dark red berries usual- 
ly keep better than the large 
berries. 

Fresh cranberries are usually 
sold in one-pound cellophane 
bags or cardboard boxes with a 
transparent film window. In the 
box or bags it is easy to see 
the size and color of the berries 
and determine, to some extent, 
the quality. 

Cranberries may be kept in 
the cello-type bag or the win- 
dow box in which they were 
bought. They should be refrig- 
erated. If berries are cold, do 
not put them in a warm room. 
for they will sweat and decay.

When your teacher 
speaks, listen. And when she calls on you, gladden her heart if 
you can by demonstrating that some fragment of truth she has 
hurled at you week after week sticks in your young brain. 

Be kind to her—or to him. This is National Teacher’s Day. 

The Junior Atlanta Woman’s Club is sponsoring local observ- 
ance of the day, replete with mayor’s proclamation and due notice 
from PTA and Atlanta Christian Council. They even have a motto: 
“We Can Thank Today’s Teachers for Our Children’s Bright To- 
morrow,”’ which may have been adopted B.S. (Before Sputnik) but 
probably isn’t an over-statement at that. 


The idea is to show your teachers that you appreciate them— 
and, of course, gratitude is proper and right and an obligation, 
But I get a bit of bitter amusement out of the fact that the teach.

or to whom they will be grateful in years to come.

I remember her dresses 
and her perfume—and not a single thing she ever taught me! 

But there was an acid old lady who didn’t care a fig for winning 
any popularity contests with her pupils. She was, everybody agreed, 
an old frump. (I didn’t know until years later that she supported 
an invalid father.) She didn’t play games with us at recess but she 
didn’t let anybody out of her room until they learned to spell. (I 
need the spelling today worse than I needed a pal then.) 


There was another one who hated children, I was convinced at 
the time. But she had a passion for English and American literature 
and not many young people passed through her classes without 
catching some of her ardor for her subject. 


She had a homely face and a strident voice but she could cur] 
your hair with her portrayal of Lady Macbeth. She could make you 
weep over Enoch Arden and have thirsty nightmares over the An- 
cient Mariner. Do I care a hoot today that she could never quite 
remember my name? 

There were then and still are, of course, teachers who can 
combine charm and friendliness and warm affection with inspired 
teaching. But there are not as many as we like to think. It would 
be lovely if everybody who loves children could teach them, winning 
them gently and sweetly to knowledge. It would be lovely if all 
good teachers were attractive. 


But—with apologies to my fifth grade grammar teacher—tit 
ain’t necessarily so. 


And so this is a salute to the teachers who may not get any 
love pats or thank-you notes from their pupils today but who have 
kindled delayed action fires nonetheless.

The ability to make sex a happy 
part of life is a maturity in 
which man and woman share a 
mutual creative responsibility in 
a way that is true of noge of the 
other maturities.

The general impression con- 
veyed to many children threugh 
the few hesitant remarks parents 
make about sex in a disciplinary 
and cautioning way, is that every- 
thing about sex is dirty, sordid, 
and wrong. Many mothers teach 
their daughters, by inference as 
often as openly, that a woman's 
role in sex should be entirely pas- 
sive. Many girls are canditioned 
to associate all sex matters with 
pain. 


THEY PLANT FEARS 

Some parents plant vague but 
dreadful fears of men and of any 
kind ef sex activity in the minds 
of their daughters.

The attitude in families and in 
society that never ailow sexual 
matters to be discussed, leads to 
timidity and reluctance on the 
part of the wife and husband to 
discuss any troubles and difficul- 
ties they are having in their sex- 
ual life. Consequently difficulties, 
antagonisms, and resentments in- 
crease until they constitute a 
threat to their marital relation. 


Premarital conditioning tn men 
is somewhat different than in 
women, but equally conducive to 
an immature marital adjustment. 


The facts to correet the wrong 
perspective of these conditionings 
are the following: 


Sexual intimacy is neither dirty, 
sordid, nor wrong unless it occurs 
under sordid, wrong circum- 
stances. 


The woman’s sex role is not 
meant to be passive, any more 
than her role in life is.

Gentleness, sympathetic consid- 
eration, and restraint are. neces- 
sary in the husband if his wife is 
not to be conditioned by painful 
experience to sexual reluctance 
all through marriage.

About half the men and women 
find, after they have been mar- 
ried a few months, or even a 
few years, that their sexual rela- 
tions are not as they had expect- 
ed them to be.

The automobile age, higher incomes’ and standard 
brands: those are the major factors in the creation of 
the sprawling shopping centers that now dot the coun- 
tryside, according to an Atlanta business analyst. 


Although the first shopping cen- 
ter was developed 50 years ago, 
it has only been in the past 10 
years that those three factors 
came together at the right time 
to spark the spectacular growth 
of the centers. 

“With any one of these factors 
missing, there wouldn’t be shop- 
ping centers as we now know 
them,” said John Gould of Ham- 
mer and Co., an Atlanta business 
and economic research firm. 

The automobile made it pos- 
sible for people to get out into 
the suburbs where an estimated 
60 per cent of the nation’s popu 
lation now lives, Gould said. 

* * 

RISING INCOMES made it pos- 
sible for people to buy the auto 
mobiles to get out of the central 
area. 

“And the advent of standard 
brands made it unnecessary for 
the consumer to come to the cen- 
tral business area to make a com- 
parison of prices,” Gould said. 

It was the post-World War II 
boom that started the centers roll- 
ing, and there will be about 2,- 
200 centers in operation by the 
end of the year, estimates Chain 
Store Age. 

This year alone will see some 
400 centers opening their doors. 
And it is estimated that about 2,- 
500 centers are in the planning 
or construction stages.

A loud wave of protest went up. So, shortly before they kicked 
off in 1956, the conference fathers frantically searched for a com- 
promise. Someone conceived the foolish plan of allowing the seniors 
to play five games. With Stanford casting the dissenting vote, the 
other eight members adopted the plan. 

USC and UCLA officials, unable to get clearance for seniors 
this season, made a pitch for the same eligibility arrangement. 
But the Northwest delegation of Oregon, Oregon State, baie vo 
State and Idaho joined hands with Stanford, and the seniors 
weren’t allowed to play at all. 

Arnett, a five-game senior in '56, states his case against the 
conference clearly in the lead paragraph of the story which should 
be required reading for every college president. ; 

“If the Pacific Coast Conference is laid to rest at the end of 
this year—and right now it’s even money that it will be—the mem- 
bers will have no one to blame but themselves. A prosperous rela- 
tionship since 1916 will have been ruined by the failure of educated 
men to resolve a few simple problems that any ditch-digger could 
work out on his lunch hour.” 

He sums up his argument in the final paragraph: 

“If leaders in the Coast Conference had the gumption to admit 
that their present system is hopeless and would switch to the full 
ride, the league could possibly be saved. But if it isn’t, a lot of

, While unloading both barrels on the Coast chieftains, Arnett 
struck a touchy target. All colleges like to claim that football is 
strictly an amateur sport. Yet, on the Coast, a gate take of more 
than $300,000 is not uncommon, which isn’t exactly an amateur op- 
erafion. On a smaller scale, the same applies to our area. 

Arnett, a super star at Southern Cal, wasn’t even entitled to 
living expenses in the eyes of the Coast Conference, Yet, he was 
the big draw; he was helping the college reap more than 300 Gs. 

I’ve often wondered what an athlete’s views were on that 
subject. Arnett felt this way: 

“I feel that I had as much love for my alma mater as the next 
fellow, but I still could never look up before the kick-off at a big 
crowd in the Los Angeles Coliseum without the thought running 
quickly through my head that this was a good gate.” 

I’m certainly opposed to shelling out cash bonuses to lure a 
high school athlete to a college. But once the athlete makes his 
choice, he certainly should be given what Arnett calls the “‘full ride.”

I've talked with several hunters about the 
recent Game and Fish Commission regulation 
which on November Ist opened the middle Geor- 

gia counties to deer hunting - 

with dogs. Some of the sports- 
men who live in the area see 
this ruling as the beginning of 
the end for their deer population, #a 
which has required years in get- .% 
ting established. Other sports- , ' 
men think it will add greatly to 
their gunning pleasure and that 
it won’t materially increase the 
kill over last season. le 
Fulton Lovell, director of the * # 
Game and Fish Commission, 
recommended against opening

the piedmont counties to deer-dog hunting, but 
the Commission passed it anyway, by a narrow 


margin. Fortunately, the Piedmont Refuge and 
Management Area, where some _ tremendous 
bucks have been taken out in the past few 
years, was not included in the dogs hunting 
area. Now — if someone will just tell the dogs. 

I used the word “fortunately.” I am one 
of those guys who believe that dogging deer 
in an area as thickly settled and farmed as 
the piedmont of our state, will eventually ex- 
terminate a herd of any size. Within the last 
year or so I’ve seen the whitetail population 
practically cleaned out of certain sections of 
the Cohutta Mountains near the Tennessee line, 
by riflerien and shotgunners who hunt behind 
a pack. And that part of the state is not even 
open to hunting whitetails with dogs. 

When this is printed, I'll have a few letters 
from fellows who claim that hunting deer with 
dogs in the coastal and piny woods counties 
from North Carolina to Mississippi: has gone on 
since Colonial days without decreasing the deer 
populations in those areas. Maybe so. I remem- 
ber whitetail parties of many years ago when 
every hunter got his buck. Those I’ve been on

within the past few seasons provided their gunners 
just enough meat to be chopped up and packaged 
so each of the party might get a taste of venison. 


The day before middle Georgia’s season 
opened, I was in Baldwin county. I happened 
to run into several fellows who had planned a 
hunt for early the next morning. They were 
farmers and sportsmen who were eagerly antici- 
pating the open season. They impressed me as 
being honest and sincere in what they said. I 
told them frankly that I thought dogging decr 
was a mistake. 


“‘We don’t believe it'll be,”’ one of the hunters 
said. ‘‘Not the first year, anyway. The deer 
are so thick around here that they’re getting 
into our crops and gardens.”’ 


“You'll soon have that remedied,” I predicted. 

‘“‘We’ve made it up among ourselves,’’ another 
one of the fellows informed me, ‘‘that we won’t 
shoot any does. You can’t hurt a deer popula- 
tion by taking only the bucks.” 

“You can’t hurt it as much,” I admitted, ‘‘if 
every hunter will stick to the doe rule. But 
what about those goofs I’ve been watching all 
year long—spring, summer and fall before the 
season opened — run does, fawns and bucks 
around this lake. Do you think they'll let a 
doe pass?” 

“We know who some of them are,” the 
hunter said grimly, “and we know what to do 
about that.” 

That’s really the only justification I can see 
for the dog hunting law in piedmont Georgia. 
By far the best game law enforcement is by 
the hunters themselves, who will discipline their 
own neighbors and friends. By seeing that a 
regulation is obeyed, they can have game. On 
the other hand, if a bunch of folks in an area 
decide to shoot it out, down to the last under- 
nourished fawn, there are not enough wildlife 
rangers on the continent to stop them. 

A lot of sportsmen will be interested to see 
what effect the legal dogs have on our piedmont 
deer population.
